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Citizens group opposing regional landfill marches to public hearing

The Coffee County Commission 
was met by more than 150 individu- 
als when they convened the public 
hearing on the proposed landfill 
Monday morning. 

A majority of the crowd partici- 
pated in a march held prior to the 
hearing. The march, which was orga- 
nized by the group known as 
Concerned Citizens of Coffee 
County, started in downtown ,New 
Brockton and ended at the County 
Complex. 

Participants in the march chanted 
“Don’t bury our future in the land- 
fill.” Some members of the group 
called for the defeat of all the county 
commissioners in the new election to 
be held in September. 

At the beginning of the three-hour 
hearing, Mark Pugh, an engineer 
with Carter, Dunell and Grubbs En- 
gineers Inc., stated that the purpose 
of the hearing was to accept com- 
ments on the site selected for the 
proposed landfill. 

Presently, the commission has ap- 
plied for a permit from ADEM (Ala- 
bama Department of Environmenial 
Management) for a ten-county re- 
gional landfill. 

Counties named in the permit are: 
Barbour, Butler, Coffee, Covington, 
Crenshaw, Dale, Geneva, Henry, 
Houston, and Pike. 

After Pugh’s opening statements, 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton opened the floor for discussion 
and comment from the overflow 
crowd, 

Questions and comments from 
the group expressed concern about 
the safety of the landfill in respect to 
individuals and the local environ- 
ment, about garbage being accepted 
from other counties and about who 
would have control of the landfill in 
the future. 

Ben McKee expressed concern 


about the wording of the application 
allowing private haulers to dump in 
the landfill. 

Mack Westbrook questioned the 
commissions ability to properly con- 
trol what will be dumped in a region- 
al landfill. 

“With 1200 tons being dumped 
daily, how can we know where this 
garbage came from?” he asked. 

Pugh told the group that the gar- 
bage being brought to the landfill 
would be monitored as it is dumped. 
The operator of the equipment cov- 
ering the solid waste will inspect all 
the garbage being deposited. 

Commissioner Dubose expressed 
his concern about all the garbage 
that is presently being dumped 
throughout Coffee County and the 
damage that it is possibly doing to 
the environment. 

Bailey Brunson expressed con- 
cerns about the thoroughness of the 
geologists and archeologists reports. 

Pugh stated that two independent 
geologists have surveyed the site and 
both concur that the site is suitable 
for the construction of a Subtitle D 
landfill. 

Questions concerning the possible 
contamination of drinking water 
arose several times during the forum. 
Also, concern about the danger of 
pollution of Whitewater Creek by 
leachate from the landfill. 

Pugh stated that provision will be 
made in the construction of the land- 
fill to contain the leachate generated 
by the landfill. It will be trucked 
from the site to a water treatment fa- 
cility. 

“There will be no leachate dis- 
charged into Whitewater Creek,” he 
said, 

He also stated that a distance of 
15 feet would be maintained be- 
tween the bottom of the landfill and 
the surface of the ground water. 

When asked about the dumping 
of garbage in a flood plain, Pugh 
stated that although a portion of the

got a delightful message Monday 
evening at the Elba City Council 
meeting. 

Mayor. Fred Moore had invited 
the board members to the meeting 
without explaining the reason for the 
request. 

Moore announced the receipt of 
an additional $80,000 library grant 
from the State of Alabama. 

The mayor explained he had been 
working with state officials for the 
needed funds and had just received 
conformation of approval. The funds 
can be used only on the building or 
furnishings. 

The Elba Public Library Board is 
presently nearing completion of their 
beautiful new facility in downtown 
Elba. 

Funding for the facility has come 
from federal and state flood damage 
funds and donations. The City of 
Elba was expecting to be called upon 
to fund the balance of the necessary 
funds to complete the project. This 
latest grant will eliminate this re- 
quirement from the City. It will also 


allow the Library Board to do some 
other needed things they had previ- 
ously considered to costly for their 
budget. 

Library Board members said after 
the meeting they were caught com- 
pletely by surprise at the announce- 
ment. They plan a meeting in the 
near future to discuss the most effec- 
tive use of the additional monies. 

Construction of the new library is 
expected to be completed someume 
in September, 

Engineers were in attendance at 
the council meeting to present the 
bids on paving work in the Mulberry 
Heights area. 

They told council members that 
Couch Inc, was low bidder on both 
portions of the project. They recom- 
mended the council approve the 
bids, as both were within budgeted 
funds, 

Council members were told of 
certain limits on designing the pro- 
ject, which is a modification of the 
1988 drainage project disrupted by 
the 1990 flood, 

Couch Inc. bid $171,825 on the 
larger project. It involved complete- 
ly tearing up several streets in Mul-

proposed site is in the 100-year flood 
plain, no garbage will be buried in 
that portion of the site. 

Of the 449 acres located on AL 
Hwy 125 in the Wise Mill Commu- 
nity, only 137 acres will be permit- 
ted for a landfill. None of that 
acreage lies in even a 500-year flood 
plain. 

Several of the citizens asked that 
the people of Coffee County be al- 
lowed to make the decision. It was 
suggested that a vote of the people 
be taken on whether or not to have a 
regional or a one-county landfill. 

Eagerton stated that it would take 


an act of the Alabama Legislature to 


allow the people to vote on the mat- 
ter.

Commission votes 4-2-1 to proceed with landfill

The Coffee County Commission 
convened late Monday morning for 
its scheduled bi-monthly meeting, 
following a lengthy landfill hearing. 

In a vote of 4-2-1, the commis- 
sion voted to sign a resolution ap- 
proving the proposed site of a Subti- 
tle D landfill. 

The signing of the resolution al- 
lows the continuation of the permit- 
ting process for a 10-county Subtitle

The smaller project is the City of 


Elba* matching requirements for the 
federal housing renovation grants re- 
ceived, The low bid by Couch Inc. 
on this portion of the project was 
$30,074.20. 

The streets involved in this are 
Adams, West and two sections of 
Martin Luther King Drive. If monies 
allow, Center Street will also be re- 
surfaced. 

The city is also installing some 
drain pipe in the area as part of the 
project. 

Mayor Moore explained that he 
understood that S & C Paving, of 
Elba, would be doing the actual pav- 
ing work for Couch Inc, 

The council approved payment of 
monthly bills totaling $12,518.21. 

Moore told council members the 
city’s mosquito sprayer was working 
three hours a night, when it wasn’t 
raining. He predicted that with less 
rain, they would soon begin to see 
some relief for the insects. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the following police activity 
for the mast two weeks: 168 com- 
plaints including six traffic acci- 
dents. The department issued 14 traf- 
fic citations, including two for DUI, 
There were seven criminal arrest 
during this period,

D landfill. The proposed site of the 
landfill is located northeast of Elba 
on AL Hwy 125 in the Wise Mill 
Community. 

Voting for the resolution were: 
Commissioners Billy Eagerton, Da- 
mascus Crittenden, Sid Averett, and 
Eugene Bradley. Casting nay votes 
were: Commissioners Bill Faulk and 
Robert Stephens. Commissioner Jim 
Dubose abstained. 

Commissioner Faulk attempted to 
amend the motion by proposing that 
the commission delay action until af- 
ter the November General Election. 

Faulk’s motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Providing ADEM (Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment) approves the design of the 
Subtitle D landfill, another public 
hearing by the agency could be 
scheduled as early as 3 weeks from 
now. 

The purpose of this hearing 
would be to allow the public to ask 
questions about the technical as- 
pects of the landfill. 

The county faces an October 
1993 deadline set by ADEM in hay- 
ing provisions for disposing of the 
county’s solid waste in a Subtitle D 
landfill. 

Turning to other matters, the 
commission tabled bids on the spray- 
ing and planting of trees at the pro- 
posed landfill site.

The commission plans to plant 
pine trees on the portion of the land 
not to be used for garbage cells. 

The bids for furnishing the high- 
way department’s shop with small 
parts were opened, but no action was 
taken, 

The county engineer is to study 
each of the seven bids submitted and 
make a recommendation to the com- 
mission at the next meeting. 

Commissioners voted to accept 
Wiregrass Construction’s bid of 
$67,976.15 for the paving of the 
Headless Horseman Road. 

The funds for this project are be- 
ing obtained through the State’s In- 
dustrial Access Fund. 

At the recommendation of 
County Engineer Mark Pool, the 


commission voted to go ahead with 
the re-surfacing work on Co. Rds. 
22, 79, 72, 21 and 60. 

The total cost on the above pro- 
ject is $749,984.00. The county’s 
matching portion of the above figure 
is $192,519 of which the City of En- 
terprise will contribute $47,000. 

Pool recommended that the 
county borrow on a short-term loan 
$145,519.00 in order for the project 
to proceed without delay. 

The loan is to be repaid with 
FEMA funds once they are received.

More than 150 high school lead 
ers from across Alabama met logeth- 
er for the second annual Tutwiler 
Leadership Conference at the Uni 
versity of Montevallo Wednesday 
July 29.

What Is Verbal Inspiration? 


It is the view thatthe Bible is an inbreathed, inspired, divine docu- 
ment which, as originally given, is absolutely inerrant, infallible and, 
therefore, true, 

(1) Such is the claim which it makes for itself: "All Scripture is giv- 
en by instruction in righteousness: that the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works." (2 Timothy 3:16,17). "For 
the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost." (2 Peter 1:21). 
"But I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preached of me 
is not after man, For I neither received it of man, neither was I taught it, 
but by revelation of Jesus Christ." (Galations 1:1 1). 

(2) More than 2,000 times the Scriptures assert the fact that they is- 
sued from God. "The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and His word was 
upon my tongue." (2 Samuel 23:2). "And the Lord said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have put my words in thy mouth.” (Jeremiah 1:6-9), "I have giv- 
en unto them the words which thou gavest me." (John 17:8). "Be not 
anxious beforehand what ye shall speak: but whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye." (Mark 13:11). What shall be thought of 
one who affects to believe the Bible, yet asserts that it has a fallible hu- 
man clement to be sifted by "sanctified common sense" from the di- 
vine, in the light of these affirmations? 

(3) Nothing short of verbal inspiration will meet the demands of the 
case which the Bible presents. History affords manifold instances of the 
difficulties which men face in determining the meaning and intent of 
documents which were written by seasoned and scholarly writers, men 
who wrote under conviction that their words would be subjected to the 
most minute and searching examination, and who were, nevertheless, 
unable to avoid the litigation they had diligently sought to circumvent. 
Such is a common occurrence in the matter of wills, though written by 
legal experts; the Constitution of the United States of America, though 
penned by the ablest statesmen and lawyers which the land afforded, 
has been and remains a source of greatest difference of opinion regard- 
ing its meaning; and the translators of the King James' and American 
Standard Versions, though among the world's ripest scholars, were una- 
4 bie to select words to convey the mind and meaning of the Holy Spirit 
in every instance wholly satisfactory to all students loday. It is signifi- 
cant that the authors of the Constitution of our land, the ablest legal 
minds of the day, and the most profound scholars of the time could not 
have received a divine message and then in their own words have deliv- 
ered it to the world in such unambiguous fashion that the meaning was 
always and everywhere apparent. But, if such men could not have done 
this, are we to suppose that a group of ignorant fishermen, insignificant 
and uneducated peasants of Palestine, shepherds and herdsmen, could 
have succeeded where they failed?

It is the view thatthe Bible is an inbreathed, inspired, divine docu- 
ment which, as originally given, is absolutely inerrant, infallible and, 
therefore, true. 

(1) Such is the claim which it makes for itself: "All Scripture is giv- 
en by instruction in righteousness: that the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works." (2 Timothy 3:16,17). "For 
the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost." (2 Peter 1:21). 
"But I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preached of me 
is not after man. For I neither received it of man, neither was | taught it, 
but by revelation of Jesus Christ." (Galations 1:1 1). 

(2) More than 2,000 times the Scriptures assert the fact that they is- 
sued from God. "The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and His word was 
upon my tongue.” (2 Samuel 23:2), "And the Lord said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have put my words in thy mouth." (Jeremiah 1:6-9). "I have giv- 
en unto them the words which thou gavest me." (John 17:8). "Be not 
anxious beforehand what ye shall speak: but whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye." (Mark 13:11). What shall be thought of 
one who affects to believe the Bible, yet asserts that it has a fallible hu- 
man element to be sifted by "sanctified common sense" from the di- 
vine, in the light of these affirmations? 

(3) Nothing short of verbal inspiration will mect the demands of the 
case which the Bible presents. History affords manifold instances of the 
difficulties which men face in determining the meaning and intent of 
documents which were written by seasoned and scholarly writers, men 
who wrote under conviction that their words would be subjected to the 
most minute and searching examination, and who were, nevertheless, 
unable to avoid the litigation they had diligently sought to circumvent. 
Such is a common occurrence in the matter of wills, though written by 
legal experts; the Constitution of the United States of America, though 
penned by the ablest statesmen and lawyers which the land afforded, 
has been and remains a source of greatest difference of opinion regard- 
ing its meaning; and the translators of the King James' and American 
Standard Versions, though among the world's ripest scholars, were una- 
g ble to select words to convey the mind and meaning of the Holy Spirit 
in every instance wholly satisfactory to all students today. It is signifi- 
cant that the authors of the Constitution of our land, the ablest legal 
minds of the day, and the most profound scholars of the time could not 
have received a divine message and then in their own words have deliv- 
ered it to the world in such unambiguous fashion that the meaning was 
; always and everywhere apparent. But, if such men could not have done § 
this, are we to suppose that a group of ignorant fishermen, insignificant 
and uneducated peasants of Palestine, shepherds and herdsmen, could 
have succeeded where they failed?

Duds Come In All Sizes And Shapes 


FORT RUCKER, ALA...With 
the summer season upon us, many 
individuals will be roaming the 
woods and fields to enjoy nature's 
beauty. Whether it's children looking 
for their next adventure or adults en- 
gaged in hiking sports, these activi- 
lies around a military installation in- 
volve knowing the dangers of duds. 

A "dud" is a munition that has not 
exploded but still has the capability 
to explode, The simple act of step- 
ping on or picking up a dud may be 
all that is needed to detonate it. Mili- 
tary installations have dedicated are- 
as that are used solely for weapon 
training, which will contain various 
types and quantities of duds. At Fort 
Rucker, the area of primary concern 
is the range training and impact are- 
as north of Alabama Highway 27. 
But, officials caution that the poten- 
tial for dud danger is not necessarily 
confined to that area, Other areas of 
the post have been used for training 
with live ammunition over the past 
50 years, including World War II, 
For this reason, these areas are liber- 
ally posted with warning signs to 
prohibit trespassing. 

It's parental and community re- 
sponsibility to educate children on 
these hazards and hazardous areas, 
Children should be given strict guid- 
ance on what areas they can explore

and where they should stay away 
from. The wooded areas immediate- 
ly surrounding the Fort Rucker hous- 
ing areas should provide sufficient 
room to explore during the summer 
months. But even these areas should 
be avoided during the winter months 
when hunting season starts. Children 
should be instructed to tell their par- 
ents or an adult of any item that re- 
sembles a dud, 

Adults must realize the risks of 
entering a good posted dud area for 
recreational activities. One mistake 
may cost theloss of a limb or even 
life. These risks greatly exceed any 
perceived benefits from entering a 
dud posted area. 

The best approach to avoid the 
dangers of duds is through preven- 
tion. That is, not to enter areas that 
‘are suspected or known to contain 
duds. 

However, should the unexpected 
happen and you find yourself face- 
to-face with a dud, follow these pro- 
cedures: Don't touch. Scan the im- 
mediate area to determine if more 
are in the area.

FORT RUCKER, ALA...With 
the summer season upon us, many 
individuals will be roaming the 
woods and fields to enjoy nature's 
beauty. Whether it's children looking 
for their next adventure or adults en- 
gaged in hiking sports, these activi- 
lies around a military installation in- 
volve knowing the dangers of duds. 

A "dud" is a munition that has not 
exploded but still has the capability 
to explode. The simple act of step- 
ping on or picking up a dud may be 
all that is needed to detonate it. Mili- 
lary installations have dedicated are- 
as that are used solely for weapon 
training, which will contain various 
types and quantities of duds. At Fort 
Rucker, the area of primary concern 
is the range training and impact are- 
as north of Alabama Highway 27, 
But, officials caution that the poten- 
tial for dud danger is not necessarily 
confined to that area. Other areas of 
the post have been used for training 
with live ammunition over the past 
50 years, including World War II, 
For this reason, these areas are liber- 
ally posted with warning signs to 
prohibit trespassing, 

It's parental and community re- 
sponsibility to educate children on 
these hazards and hazardous areas. 
Children should be given strict guid- 
ance on what areas they can explore

Fall Armyworms On Home 
Lawns 

Fall armyworms have been an an- 
nual pest on crops and lawns in the 
Southeast for many years. Lush, 
green, well-maintained bermuda- 
grasses seem to be preferred, but fall 
armyworms also attack other grass- 
es. This year reports have begun to 
come in of fall armyworms on lawns 
and hay fields from south Alabama 
and as far north as DeKalb County. 

Fall armyworms usually occur in 
late summer or early fall, hence the 
name. During most years in' Coffee 
County reports of fall armyworms 
begin to come in late July and early 
August. Infestations seem to be more 
severe and widespread in dryer peri- 
ods that occur during these times. 

When full grown, larvae may be 
up to 1.5 inches long and vary in col- 
or from light green to almost black 
with several along the body. The

Damage to turf may vary in ap- 
pearance and severity according to 
type of grass and maintenance prac- 
tices, Bermudagrasses may appear to 
‘thin. out" with development of 
brown spots. Fall armyworm dam- 
age on bermudagrass lawns may re- 
sult in arcas that appear to be 
burned" or browned-out, This is the 
result of grass plants rapidly dehy- 
drating after fall armyworm larvae 
have drought damage. Well estab- 
lished, properly maintained bermu- 
dagrass is rarely killed by fall army- 
worms, but the poor appearance that 
results may justify treatment. 

Insecticides recommended for 
homeowners on lawns are as fol- 
lows: Formulations of carbaryl (Se- 
vin) registered for lawns; chlorpyri- 
fos\(Dursban) formulations; diazinon 
(home lawns only). 


Africanized Bees Continue 
Northerly Trek 

Africanized bees continue their 
trek northward from the Mexican 
border into the United States. 

At Auburn University, Extension 
Entomologist Eric Benson says a 
swarm of Africanized honey bees 
was found in San Antonio, Texas, 
the tenth largest city in the United 
States. This places the bees roughly 
275 miles from where the first 
swarm was found near Brownsville, 
Texas, in October, 1990. 

Mexican officials with the Afri- 
can Bee Program have reported two 
detections of Africanized honey bees 
in the southern part of Sonora. These 
are the first African honey bee detec- 
tions in Sonora, and the most West- 
ern findings along the Pacific Coast. 

Benson says Africanized bees 
haven't been sighted in Alabama, al- 
though the bees may eventually 
reach southem Alabama. 

Africanized and domestic honey 
bees are virtually identical and can't 
be distinguished by sight alone. In 
fact, Benson says the chief differ- 
ence between Africanized Bees and 
domestic honey bees is their behav- 
ior. Africanized bees tend to attack 
more readily and in larger numbers 
when their colony is threatened. 

Benson says Africanized honey 
bees are more easily aroused by 
noises from nearby lawn mowers 
and hedge-trimming. 

Africanized honey bees can be 
expected to spread to four more 
states--Arizona, California, New 
Mexico, and Louisiana--over the 
next 18 to 24 months, according to 
Benson. 

Benson says how quickly the Af- 
ricanized honey bees spread will de- 
pend on the weather and on geo- 
graphic obstacles such as desert are- 
as that offer no food or shelter,

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Judge John Crawley denies Magwood’s petition for re-sentencing

On Thursday, August 13, at the 
conclusion of a hearing lasting two 
days, Circuit Judge John Crawley 
denied Billy Joe Magwood’s petition 
for a new sentencing hearing, 

Magwood, age 39, of Elba, Ala- 
bama was sentenced to death by 
electrocution in June of 1981, On 
October 2, 1986, he was again sen- 
tenced to death during a_ re- 
sentencing hearing ordered by a fed- 
cral judge, Truman Hobbs. 

Judge Hobbs upheld Magwood’s 
conviction in the shooting death of 
Coffee County Sheriff C. F. “Neil” 
Granthan, but ruled that then Circuit 
Judge Riley Green fail to consider 
his (Magwood’s) mental state at the 
time of the shooting. 

It was the judge’s opinion that 


this should have been considered by 
Judge Green as a mitigating circum- 
stance during the sentencing of Mag- 


wood, 

On June 2, 1981, a Coffee County 
jury found Magwood guilty of capi- 
tal murder in the death of Sheriff 
Grantham. 

On March 1, 1979, Magwood 
gunned down Sheriff Grantham in 
front of the Coffee County Jail 
which was located in Elba at that 
time. 

An eye witness to the shooting 
was Deputy Tom Weeks. He later 
identified Magwood as the gunman. 

Magwood shot the sheriff three 
times hitting him twice in the head 
and once in the chest. 

Magwood’s attorneys during last

York, argued that Magwood’s legal 
counsel was ineffective at the re-

The attorneys belicved that this 
additional evidence would have 
shown the seriousness of Mag- 
wood's mental condition at the time 
of the shooting.

Attempts were also made by 
Magwood’s attorneys to introduce 
into evidence, records from the Vete- 
rans Administration Hospital in Tus- 


kegee. They contended that these 
medical records had just been locat- 
ed by the VA. 

Testimony heard on Wednesday, 
August 12, from Emillo Torres, a 
former Vietnam veteran; Mag- 
wood’s ex-wife, Sara Barnes Mag- 
wood; and his sister, Josie Caldwell 
was also disallowed by Judge Craw- 
ley on Thursday. 

Torres had served briefly with 
Magwood during his tour in Vict- 
nam.
